RAILIROAD MATTERS,
THY OVERLAND I'OOL,

Cittoaao, November 9.—A private dis-
yatch was received here to-day from St
"nul from John Muir, general traflie
manager of the Northern Pacifie, in
which he saye: “‘Taking effoct yesterday
we withdraw from California business
and the southern lines withdraw from all
business north of San Franecisco.” No
explanation of the reasons for this action
were given, but it is supposed to be the
rosult of the sceret conference among
passenger representatives of the roads in
the Transcontinental association at To
poka during the past three days, they
bhaving failed to reach an agreoment

as to a division of competitve
territory at the late Chicago
meeting. Heretofore the Northern Pa-

cific have claimed the right to land paa-
sengers at San Franciaco via Portland at
the same rate tho other Pacific roads
charged by direct route, and the other
Pacific roads in turn claimed the right to
land eastern passengers in Portland via
San Francisco at the same rate as charged
by the Northern Facific. The new ar-
rungement takea both Portland and San
Francisco out of competition snd leaves
the trip between the twe- points by tho
Oregon Steamnship and Navigation line to
be paid for at local ratos. The arrange-
ment applies to freight traffic also. The
Northern Pacilic under the new arrange-
ment will earry all freight for Portland
and all points in the nerthwest, and the
othor Pacific coast lines will eurry to San
Franecisco and adjacent territory. 'When-
ever a shipper chooses to send freight to
San Francisco vis Portland, or to Port
land wvia San Francisco, local rates be-
tween those points must be prepaid.
I'reight now in transit is excepted from
the sgreement.
THE NEW TIME,

The Illinois Central railroad manage-
ment has decided not to adopt the new
standard time soon to go ‘into effect, but
ia gotting out new time schedules based
on Chicago time. The reason given for
this is that the numerous suburban trains
must necessarily be run on Chicago time
and to run its other trains upon different
schedules would mix up matters and in-
crense the danger of accident and col-
lisions beiween trains running by dif-
feront scheaunlen, 1f the city of Chicugo
should adopt the standard time the road
will do likewiso,

At a meeting of representatives of the
Ohio river pool lines, and lines operating
in conjunction with them to-day, it was
arroed to maintain rates to all competing
pointa, The territory included in the
agroement covers all points north of the
Ohio river and east of the line of the Il
lincis Central railrond, The penalty for
violation is unusually heavy, being made
£500 to £1,000, and the offender to for-
feit ten times the revenue derived from
the shipment. A meeting to fix the
